1 know sone of the menbers would 
dis-agnee with me, but I think they are junk. The onty way to connect the problems 
4s to change the Rods to insert Bearings as the cars are today. The artic£e by Bob 
Pipkin én this issue tells you exactly what parts are required. This change in no 
way changes the appearance of your car and the engine witt Last a Lot Longer and 
be vintuabty trouble gree.
